t 74 years of age, the urge to 
run around a football field 
would likely be the farthest 
thing from your mind. 
For George Walker, it's been a way of 
life. Until now.

Nicknamed “legs” by his childhood

| off the ball, a tearful Walker confirmed 


to his fellow team-mates his retirement 
from the game after being diagnosed with 
cancer, 

The diminutive right winger who 
kicked off his career way back in 1948, 
remembers a time when he used to play 
with cardboard shin pads. Times may 
have changed but his love for the game 
remains as strong as ever. 

“It’s not a matter of how old you are 
but how much you really enjoy the 
game,” Walker said. 

‘Amember of the Nepean Association's 
Cranebrook United Soccer Club for the 
past 11 years, Walker attributes his 
longevity on the pitch to his healthy 
lifestyle. 

“A lot of the guys in the Over 35s say 
they'd love to be still playing at my age,” 
Walker said. 

“But the way they drink and smoke, I 
don’t know if they will still be alive, let 
alone playing”. 

He began his playing career with the
